Terry, who 
was killed this morning at Lath- 
rop, Cal., by Deputy U.S. Marshal 
David Nagle, was a-native of the 
South and came to the Pacific 
coast at an early day. He wasa 
lawyer by profession and in 1855 
was elected to the Supreme bench 
of California and served until Sep- 
tember, 1859, when within a few 
months of the end of his term he 
resigned in order to challenge U. 
8. Senator David C. Broderick to 
fight a duel, which resulted 
in the death of the first North- 
ern Democrat who had _ the 
moral stamina to stand up 
against the Southern chivalry of 
California, who upto that date had 
everything their own way. As 
Chief Justice of California Terry 
was followed by Stephen J. Field, 
on whom Terry made his assault 
thismorning. In 1861 Judge Terrv 
returned to the South aud com- 
manded a Texas regiment in the 
Confederate Army until the close 
of the war. For a time the de- 
ceased was a resident of the Com- 
stock, but his course relative to 
certain relocations of mining prop- 
erties made that locality most too 
warm for him, and he returned to 
California, where, at Stockton, he 
continue. the practice of his pro- 
fession. At the time the vigilantes
